THE NORTH SIDE WILL OFFER A SITE. 


Property-Owners to Submit a Proposal— 
The Prohibition Movement. 

Little has been heard of the North Side in 
connection with the site of the World’s Fair. 
But North Side property-owners have been 
working quietiy, and they may make a prop- 
osition that will give the otber sides a sur- 
prise. 

Lincoln Park is thoucht-to be out of the 
queston, and no one seems to have consid- 
ered any other North Side site—except the 
real-estate meu. 

We will be a unit.” said one of them. 
“There will be no dissension among us as to 
the site we advocate. The West Side has 
offered Garfield Park and a number of other 
sites; the South Side has done much the 
same thing. The North Side will offer only 
one, and will back it soludly.”’ 


W here-this site will be it is impossible to. 


ascertain, but.a combination of real-estate 
men could easily secure sufficient land. 
There is plenty of itin the northern end of 
Lake View ana as near the heart of the city 
as any site mentioned, with the single ex- 
ceptuon of the Lake-Front. This land might 
also be on the lake shore, so that steamers 
could ply to and fro and still be easily ac- 
cessibie by steam and street railroad lines. 

People who have thought South and West 
Side sites the only ones that stood a chance 
may keep their eyes on the North Side. 

Mr. Yerkes has been id to fuvor the 
West Side, but he would have a preity good 
thingifit went to the North. If mat side 
should come up with a good showing he 
wouldn’t fight overhard for the West. 

A number of North Side real estate men 
have already been at headquarters, and may 
have filed the proposition. If so it will be 
opened today. They. however, seem to 
think that the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds wil) come to no immediate decision, 
and that they will have time to advocate 
their site if necessary. 

THAT PROHIBITION SCHEMA. 

The directors do notseem tobe greatly 
worried over the scheme of the Prohibition- 
ists to keep liquor off the grounds. 

The difficulties in the way of the Prohibi- 
tionists carrying out their scheme were 
briefly stated by Eawfh Walker. 

“If chey could get enough legislators to 
make any serious trouble,” he said, they 
would find themselves confronted by the Na- 
tional Commission. The Legisiature can 
take up nothing except what is specified iu 
the call and consequently cannot legislate on 
the liquor question. All it could do would 
be to compromise with the Board of Direc- 
tors, giving votes for the legislation wanted 
in exchange for a promise that no liquor 
shouid be sold. 

But the Board of Directors, even if it 
wished, could enter into no such agreement. 
If it should the National Commission could 
refuse to cohfirm it. All that the directors 
could do would be to refer the agreement to 
the National Commission.” 

It seems to be the general impression that 
the attempt of the Prohibitionists would 
bring forth a strong kick“ from nearly all 
the legislators. Moreover it is agreed that 
many members who might vote with the Pro- 
bibitaonists and local option people on other 
things would-refuse to jeopardize the success 
of the Fair by voting with them for this. 

The draft of a call for a special session of 
the Legisiature that will be submitted to 
Gov. Fifer will be presented to the Executive 
Committee Wednesday. It will contain only 
the three subjects mentioned in the resolu- 
tions. It will be sent the Governor more 
with a view of showing him exactly what 
legislation is desired thau with an idea that 
he will use it as his official call. He may, 
however. 

Another matter to come up soon is that of 
the press. A number of directors think that 
there has been too much secrecy in regard 
to the meetings, and a resolution is to be in- 
troduced to the effect that every item that 
can be of any interest to the public and that 
will not be detrimental to the best interests 
of the Fair shall be given out.

ONE OF COLUMBUS’ KINSMEN, 


A New York Merchant Thinks He Is Re- 
lated'to the Discoverer. , 

New York, May 26.—([Speciali.j—A de- 
scendant of Christopher Columbus, or at 
least one of the discoverer’s kinsmen, so it is 
claimed, lives right here in this city. P. 
P. D. M. Colombani is his name and he hails 
from Corsica. A TRIBUNE reporter called 
upon M. Colombani today at his place of 
business. He is a handsome man, of medium 
height, and his Manners and conversation 
evince culture. 

Ves, I feel safe in claiming relationship 
with the great explorer,“ said he. As you 
know, the French Government has decided 
that Christopner Columbus was born in the 
Village of Calvi, on the Island of Corsica, 
and amonument has been erected to his 
honor in the market place of Calvi. 

“As you know, Columbus is the English, 
Colom the French, Colombo the Italian, Colon 
the Spanish, and Colombani the Corsican. 
In Corsica there are very few marriages 
with foreigners. Families intermarry and 
property is also kept in the family. It 
is a rare thing for a foreigner to come to the 
island and murry-in fact, tradition would 
not permitit. There has never been more 
than one family named Colombani on the 
island, and as I am a member of that family I 
think I can justly claim to be a descendant 
of one of the early members of it. 

Now I have certain ideas which I should 
Uke to convey regarding the Chicago Exposi- 
uon. My plan is to get up a Corsican dis- 
play. The people, costumes, and industries 
are little known outside of France. Corsica 
could make an excellent display of citron, 
olive oils, wines, fies, chestnuts, raisins, and 
all kinds of cereals. And the natives who 
would come over would, with their costumes 
and patois, prove an interesting feature.”

SALE OF A MILWAUKEE STREET RAILWAY 


Henry Villard Said to Be the Purchaser— 
An Electric-Light Deal. 

New York, May 26.—([Special.]—For sev- 
eral days Mr. H. C. Payne of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin’s representative on the Republican 
National Committee, has beenin the city. 
Today it was learned that his errand here 
was to negotiate the sale of the Milwaukee 
City Street railway to Henry Villard and the 
syndicate of German capitalists who stand 
behind him. It is rumored that besides the 
sale of the street railway the Edison Elec- 
tric Lighting company of Milwaukee is to be 
transferred to the syndicate and both opera- 
ted under one management, of which Mr. 
Payne will be the executive chief. It is 
understood that the Sprague system of pro- 
pulsion will be introduced as soon as possi- 
ble and that tne cost will be about $950,000. 


The price paid for the two properties is not 


known, but it is said to be $1,500,000, 

Mr. Payne left here yesterday for Wash- 
ington to be preseut at the sessions of the 
Nauonal Committee this week. When asked 
to give his views on the political outlook in 
Wisconsin he declined to speak, saying that 
whatever he said would be distorted by the 
newspapers of the opposition, but he had no 
doubt that the Republican party would unite 
on a successful platform. 

Mi_twavkKEE, Wis., May 26.—[Special.|— 
Charles Ray, President of the Edison Illumi- 
nating company of Milwaukee, said tonight 
that so tar as he knows tbere is nothing in 
the reported sale of the Milwaukee plant to 
Henry Villard. Mr. Villard though, he said, 
was one of the trustees and very largely in- 
terested in the Edison company of New York, 
which owns a controlling interest in the Mil- 
waukee company. The sale of the Cream 
City street railway to a Pittsburg syndicate 
was consummatei May 1, and at the time of 
the sale it was currently rumored, and the 
rumor was given considerable credence be- 
cause of Mr. Villard's presence in Milwaukee 
at the time, that Mr. Villard was behind the 
syndicate which purchased the road. Since 
the transfer of tbe road there is no one in 
Milwaukee who can * with authority. 
Henry C. Payne retired from the Presidency 
of the Cream City road when it was sold.

hunters, and by the dispatch of the Bear to 
those waters, with instructions to act 
toward vessels of a friendly power in a man- 
ner that would be nothing short of a declara- 
tion of war.

HENRY D. 1D. 

Henry D. Lloyd was the first witness 
called. He started in to tell about the Spring 
Valley mine troubles on Which he has re- 
cently published a pamphlet. He said he 
went to Spring Valley in September, 1889, to 
investigate the misery and destitution re- 
ported to exist. He found that the 2,000 and 
more miners employed there previous to De- 
cember, 1888, had all been locked out—700 in 
December and the rest in May, 1889. 

“For what reason?’ asked Chairman 
Owen. 

No reason was given, but I believe that it 
was for the purpose of breaking down the 
union and cutting down wages.“ 

How large a proporuuos ef the men were 
foreign born!“ 

“ A large majority, Ishould say. The men 
had almost all left the place in search of 
work, but about forty or fifty families told 
me that they had been induced to come over 
from France and Belgium on the promise of 
high wages ahd steady work. They were 
given a card on which was the name Dewick 
and aChicago address, which I don’t now 
recoliect, and were told to present it at 
Soring Valley and they would be given em- 
ployment. The card was given to them by 
Anton Fort. I think the Befgian Consul here 
knows Dewick.” », : 

„What wages were théy getting at home!” 

“I don’t know, but the women told me 
they were better off at home. 

Then ensued a long fencing bout, in which 
the Chairman sought to have Mr. Lloyd say 
what the average d@ly wages was, whereas 
Mr. Lloyd preferred to state it by the month 
so as to make it evident that the possible 
atr 7 t down by 
enforced idleness. The “peen Gases 
where a man had been paid $60 fora month’s 
work, but the pay ran from nothing up to 
$40. The Commission appointed by the Gov- 
ernor had reported that under the old rates 
before the lockout of the miners the average 
pay was $31.62 a month. Mr. Lioyd had 
found the most distressing poverty—the sick 
without medicines or medical attendance and 
the people devoid of even the food necessary 
to keep tnem alive.

THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 

James Alexander O'Connell, No. 749 West 
Taylor street, the President of the United 
Carpenters’ Council, told about the late car- 
penters’ strike and about the rules of the 
union. He said the first thing a Toreigner did 
after joining the union was to get out his 
first naturalization papers. The witness was 
asked whether he knew of carpenters being 
imported here on contract. This was the nub 
of the whole affair. This explained why he 
and R. L. Hassell, one of the Arbi ration 
Committee, ana James Burns, a member of 
the Strike Committee of the Carpenters’ 
Council, were present. They were out with 
sharp knives for the scalps of the members 
of the old Carpenters’ and Builders’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. O'Connell said the old association 
had been advertising in Canada for carpen- 
ters. 

In this connection it may be said that Sec- 
retary Windom has ruled, notably in tne case 
of the Boston stone-cutters’ strike, that such 
an advertisement implies contract and ex- 
cludes tne foreigner who comes in response 
to it. It is said that the presence of Special 
Treasury Agents G. W. Stiich of Wisconsin 
and A. J. Lester of Springfieid, on orders of 
Secretary Windom, has something to do with 
the inquiries into the carpenters’ troubies 
with imported Canadians. __. 

Yet Mr. O’Connell wasn’t asked much 
about this pojnt.

He 
was asked what suggestions he could make, 
and was obliged to reply that he wasn’t pre- 
pared to offer any, because he never sup- 
posed the Government would move in behalf 
of the working men.

Mr. Blaine put the Presidency behind him 
once and for allin the spring of 1888. He meant 
all he said in the Florence letter, though had the 
Chicago Convention persisted in forcing upon 
him the nomination he would have accepted with 
reluctance. When Harrison was nominated 
stories flew about that Mr. Blaine would get 
first place in the Cabinet and the Presidency in 
1892, Harrison to withdraw in his favor. I have 
succeeded in finding a man who saw every word 
of the correspondence between President Har- 
rison, then in Indianapolis, and Mr. Blaine in 
Augusta in regard to the Secretaryship of State. 
There was, be said, absolutely nothing 
n or between the lines that indicated 
any such understanding between the two 
men. Biaine has repeatedly said in private that 
he has been near encugh to the office to learn its 
cares and responsibilities, its wearing hard work, 
its day. and night worry, and the little thanks 
one gets in the place. Blaine may, therefore, be 
given up as a candidate for the Presidency, his 
friends say. It is likely that in 1892 Blaine’s per- 
sonal following will go to Harrison.

HOW ORDERLY WON THE MONON, 


The Jadge Overlooks McMartry, Who Fin- 
ished Firat. 

The beautiful racing weather yesterday and the 
exceilent program drew about 2,000 people to the 
West Side track. There was only one disap- 
pointing feature, due to the presiding judge, Col. 
Woodruff, making an error in tne principal event 
of the day. This was the Monon Stakes and 
nine horses started, with Orderly a strong fa- 
vorite at 8 to 5. most of the others being at odds 
of 8and10to1. The distance was one mile and a 
capital race took place. McMurtry, against 
whose chances 8 to 1 was offered, came exceed- 
ingly fast in the stretch and in a good finish beat 
Orderly by half a length. The favorite was in 
the middle of the track racing with Lewis 
Clark and McMurtry was on the out- 
side pear the rail. Fifty feet from the 
wire he nad Orderly beaten and went 
under the wire close to the judges’ stand.

The first feat Mr. Stern showed his visitor was 
a long. round-the-table shot, wherein the cue 
ball, with lots of English” on the right side, 
hit the first ball, went to the lower end of the 
rail, ran against three cushions in rapid succes- 
sion, roiled up the table again, took another 
cushion, and then clicked gently against the sec- 
ond ball. When Mr. Stern heard the sott tick 
of the ivories he exclaimed, “ Now I'll show you 
another,” and then went on with a dozen dim 
cult shots. The effect was astonishi The 
blind billiard-player tips all the cues for his five 
tables and runs the cigar business with the help 
of a young clerk, who acts as billiard-marker.—

Three chil- 
dren, Dr. Henry T. Byiord, Mary Jane 
Schuyler, and Anna Byford Leonard, are to 
divide the life insurance, amounting to 
$30,000, excepting the policies wherein Maud 
H. Byford, another daughter, is the benefi- 
ciary. The remainder of the estate is to be 
shared equally by the four children. 

Mrs. Byford and Dr. Henry T. Byford are 
appointed executors. The witnesses to the 
will which was executed Dec. 20, 1886, are 
Norman Williams, Arthur J. Caton, and 
Arthur Dana Wheeler of Kenosha, Wis. 

A codicil dated Dec. 30, 1888, reaffirms 
these provisions and makes the additional 
devise of No. 3422 Vernon avenue to the 
widow and No. 3428 Vernon avenue to his 
daughter, Maud.

Thomas Conway testified that he met 
Charles Mooney leaving the house in an ex- 
cited manner. He said to Conway that bis 
mother had fallen down stairs. Conway 
looked at the stairs but saw no blood or other 
signs of a fall. He found the windows, mir- 
rors, and lamps broken. 

Mooney took the verdict cooliy. When 
asked if he cared to make a statement, he 
rose, and after a moment’s hesitation, sat 
down, saying: I guess 1 have nothing to 


say.”

EFFECT OF M’KINLEY’S BILL ON CANADA, 


Ita Enforcement Would Bring About Great 
Changes in the Dominion. 

WATERLOO, Ont., May 26.—The continental 
consequences of the McKinley Tariff bill 
were discussed by Mr. Erastus Wiman at the 
celebrauon of the Queen's birthday here to- 
day. It was stated that no event in the 
whole history of events relating to the 
two halves of the continent was likely to 
affect to so serious an extent the trade rela- 
tions between them as the passage of the 
new United States tariff. The enforcement 
of the agricultural sections of the 
act now before tne Senate us against 
Canadian products entering into the 
United States for two harvests inter- 
vening before the general parliamentary 
election, which must be held within two 
years, would be sufficient to reverse the en- 
tire fiscal policy of the Dominion, defeat at 
tne polls the existing Tory party, and put 
into power a Liberal Government with Sir 
Charles Cartwrigut as its chief Fiaancial 
Minister. 

The attitude of this new administration 
would be entireiy opposite to that occupied 
by the existing Tory government and would 
be in entire harmony with e United 
States. Its chief aim, as reflectifig tne real 
and true wishes of the people, would 
be to create trade relations between 
the countries so intimate that in 
return for a free market. ior Canadian prod- 
ucts the whole continent would be open for 
the products and manufactures of the United 
States, while at the same time a dut;* would 
be exacted by Canada upon manu- 
factures from Great Britain. A policy 
such as this deliberately voted upon by the 
Canadian people would startle the English 
Government, and to insist upon a consent 
tosuch a discrimination in favor of the 
United States might well be regarded as the 
first step toword independence and possibly 
future political alliance with tne United 
States. — 

For the present the penalty of the geo- 
graphical position of Canada, enforced by 
the exactions of the new United States 
tariff, made it absclutely essential that a 
change of policy in the Dominion should 
be decided upon, and if favorable action 
- the present Congress could be secured 
either upon the bill introduced by Mr. But- 
terworth or the adoption of the comprom.se 
resolution of Mr. Hitt recommended by the 
Committee of Foreign Affairs, no power 
on earth could prevent a decision in Canada 
favorable to the opening up of a trade 
with the United States that would be con- 
tinental in extent and continental in its prof- 
it. All that was necessary was to show to 
Congress some willingness to effect an ar- 
rangement and it would certainly follow. 

The Canadian people, the Tory politicians 
to the contrary notwithstanding, were eager 
for the closest intimacy with the United 
States. The utter annihilation of the gréat 
trade in Cauadian- eggs which would 
follow the enforcement of tive cents 
duty r dozen would be an object 
lesson in every farmyard ail over the broad 
Dominion. The entire relations of the two 
couptries, including such grave matters as 
the fisheries, the Behring Strait ques- 
tion, the railroad transportation prob- 
lem, the alien labor laws, the shipping 
coasting, and wrecking regulations, together 
with the possibilities of an enormous exten- 
sion of business, of cheap supplies of raw 
material, and lessened cost of food at manu- 
facturing centers, are aliinvolved in the pas- 
sage of the McKinley pull. 


FEVERISH DAY IN WALL STREET. 


The Market Variable and Volume of Trans- 
actions Moderate. 

New York, May 2.—[Special.]—Only a 
moderate volume of transacuons today and 
only fractionai net changes. It was a fever- 
ish, variable market, however, and kept 
traders on the qui vive from first to last. 
The trust shares were active, sugar furnish- 
ing twice as much trading as the most active 
stock on the regular list, and were generally 
weaker. Sugar Trusts fell like a plummet 
344 per cent, to 8544, directly after the oven- 
ing. No explanation could be found for the 
decline save the fact that it was “honey- 
combed with the stop orders and traders 
nosed them out and caught them. 

Messrs. Work, Strong & Co. and Burrill & 
Housman were free purchasers on the de- 
cline, and Boston houses aiso tcok consider- 
able amounts. Subsequently the stocks sold 
up to 883g and closed at 8636, a net decline of 
244. There was no news to affect the price, 
and the decline was apparently due to the 
selling of traders, while imsiders, who had 
realized at higher figures, acquiesced in the 
downward movement. 

The Distilling and Cattle Feeding company’s 
shares also attracted attention. They opened 
at 48, fell to 46, rallied to 4744, and closed 
464¢, and all this on transactions aggre- 

ting less than 12,000 sbares. Those who 

ught either for investment or specula- 
tion had a run for their money, anyhow.” 
The fact that it wasa holiday in ndon 
operated to restrict dealings in railway 
shares. St. Paul, however, Was very active 
and rose 136, but subsequently lost all of the 
advance and a fraction to boot. Reports 
from Chicago that the Shufeldt distillery 
has not been absorbed by the Distilling and 
Cattie-Feeding company caused a decline in 
the latter.

The Committee on Revision of the Con- 
fession of Faith Announced—It Con- 
sists of Seven Theological Brofessors, 
Two College Presidents, Pastors, 
and Ten Elders—Sixteen Revisionists 
Included in the List—& World’s Fair 
Committee Appolnted. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 26.—[Special. |—In 
the Presbyterian General Assembly today 
the report of records of synods was consid- 
ered at length and adopted. The Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby of New York City presented 
the report of the standing committee of the 
Board of Publication and Sunday-school 
Work. It spoke of the board as an impor-. 
tant agent of home evangelization and rec- 
ommended that it be strongly supported by 
the church. 

The Rev. Dr. Vanayke ot New York sub-, 
mitted the finding of the Judicial Commit- 
tee in the case of Dr. N. West against the 
synod of Minnesota, sustaining his com- 
plaint and ordering a hearing for him before 
that body. 

Stated Clerk Roberts read a telegram of 
fraternal greetings from the Baptist Anni- 
versaries in session at Chicago, and was or- 
dered to wire the greetings of the General 
Assembly. : 

The assembly, in approval of an overture 
from Wisconsin synod, reaffirmed its deliver- 
ance of 1870 in favor of retaining the reading 
of the Bible in common schools. 

The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago 
presented the report of the special commit- 
tee on unemployed ministers and vacant 
churches, which was followed by a general 
debate on the plan of ministerial adjustment 
recommended. The report was allowed to 
go over to the next General Assembly, the 
stated clerk in the meanwhile to obtain the 
opinions ot the presbyteries on the matter. 
The report of the Committee on Finance was 
adopted. 

Moderator Moore announced the following 
Committee on the Exhibit at the World’s 
Fair in Chicago: Eider G. E. Morrow, the 
Rev. Drs. Herrick Johnson, S. J. McPherson, 
and John H. Worcester, and Eiders C. A. 
McCormick, W. G. Gray, and Henry Worden. 

The Committee on Church Policy and on 
Organization of Churches formally submittea 
the balance of their reports, which were 
adopted. The report of the Committee on 
Deaconesses elicited an almost endless de- 
bate, but was finally adopted.

MISSION WORK OF THE BAPTISTS. 


Fifty-elghth Annual Meeting of the Society 
—The Proceedings—Today’s Program. 
The devotional exercises at the opening of 

the fifty-eighth annual meeting of the Amer- 

ican Baptist Mission Society at _ Immanuel 

Baptist Church yesterday morning were con- 

ducted by President C. W. Kingley of Massa- 

chusetts. who also delivered the opening ad - 
dress reviewing the work of the society 
from its beginning. 

The annual report of the Executive Board 
was presented by the Rev. H. L. Morehouse, 
Corresponding Secretary. It shows more 
missionaries than ever before and nearly 
three times the number of three years ago, 
and a gratifying increase in the number ot 
church and school buildings. During the 
year twenty-two life directors and fifty-three 


life members died. 

The Treasurer, J. G. Snelling, reported that 
the receipts of the year were $449,444and the 
expenditures $392, 169. 

The Rev. Dr. L. A. Crandall of Ohio deliy- 
ered a stirring address urg:ng an increase of 
beneficence among the churches. The Rev. 
J. L. Meier of Chicago spoke of the need of 
mission work among the Germans in Ameri- 
ca, and the Rey. E. 8. Sunth of Wisconsin 
made a similar plea for the Scandinavians. 

In the afternoon the addresses all pertained 

to wission work in the West. The Rev. W. 
ke for Northern Wisconsin, 
Shanafelt for the Sioux Res- 
ervation, the Rev. G. S. Clevenger for the 
Biack Hills, the Rev. H. C. W for Okla- 
homa, the Rev. M. Rugg for the North- 
west, and the Rev. C. H. Hobart for the Fa- 
cific coast. 
i The first address in the evening was de- 
livered by the Rev. Dr. J. W. Ford of Mis 
souri, who spoke on The Relation of Na- 
tional [missivn] Societies to National Lite.“ 
He insisted on the permeating of business 
with the principles of Christianity, and con- 
tended that such a national Christianization 
was the sure preservative of national life. 

One of the most forcible speeches of the 
entire session was delivered by tne Rev. Dr. 
Wayland Hoyt of Minnesota on Strategy 
in Home Missions.“ He explained how the 
enemies of Christianity must be watched 
and attacked at their weakest points. 

Among its enemies which should be met by 
strategy he mentioned Liberalism, Koman 
Catholicism, the Sunday theater, and the 
Sunday newspaper. He said the Sunday 
newspaper would not be published if Chris- 
tians would neither read them nor advertise 
in them. 

This morning the Chinese and Mexican 
missions and church edifice work will be dis- 
cussed and officers wiil be elected. In the 
afternoon addresses will be delivered on the 
work in Indian Territory and among the col- 
ored people.

Burr on the Elgin market yesterday 
reached the surprisingly low price of 14 
cents. It has been as cheap as this but once 
before in the history of the Elgin Board of 
Trade, and that was in 1879. Thirty thousand 
pounds were sold, and many farmers refused 
to part with their product. 


. Ex-Gov. Krmxwoop of Iowa remarked to a 
friehd a day or two ago in reference to the 
McKinley bill that it seems to him the East- 
bern people are asking too much. He ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with the po- 
 gitaon taken by Tus TrrBune on the matter, 
and said he expects Allison will distinguish 
himself in opposing it should the measure 
come before the Senate. The speaker re- 
marked that he is in full sympathy with Gar- 
- fleld’s policy (he was a member of Garfield’s 
Cabinet), which was in favor of a gradual 
reducuon ot the tariff to a point much nearer 
the free-trade basis than now. 


Tue feature of the trading at the Chicago 
Stock Exchange was a sudden advance of 
about 2 points in West Chicago street railroad 
stock. Other securities were dull. The New 
York market was not as active as it has been 
lately, but prices were well maintained. 
New York exchange was 40 cents premium. 
Sterling exchange advanced sharply.— The 
Chicago produce markets averaged lower, 
and grain was active while provisions were 
dull. Wheat and corn were weakened by 


nne weather in the West, but reactea, owing 


‘to good buying at the decline. As compared 
with Saturday pork closed easier, lard 734 
cents lower, ribs 124; cents lower, wheat 5 
cent lower, corn } cent lower, oats 4 cent 
higher, barley firm, rye and flaxseeds steady. 


Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 4,362,881 bushels 
of wheat, 8,580,727 bushels of corn, 1,233,792 
bushels of oats, 338,671 bushels of rye, and 
116,985 bushels of barley. Total, 9,683,056 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 10,246,729 
bushels a year ago. For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visibie supply of grain in the United 

States and Canada as 22,457,791 bushels of 
wheat, 11,078,353 bushels of corn, 4,384,649 
* bushels of oats, 1,767,864 bushels of rye, and 
628,817 bushels of barley. These figures 
are smaller than the corresponding ones a 
week ago by 237,228 in wheat and 14,850 in 
corn.

A MILLER 1n Ohio writes to a Chicago com- 
mission firm that he could take some of our 
wheat if the Butterworth bill snould become 
a law and be enforced. “But so long as 
speculation keeps the price so much above 
its value we shall fight shy.” This is in har- 
mony with several expressions by members 

‘of his fraternity, as quoted by Tus Tariscune 
_ from a trade journal a few days ago. There 
ig little reason to dispute the claim that spec- 
ulation tends to enhance the selling price 
when unhampered by the bucket-shop drag, 
which uses the money of the country “ bulls” 
aga weapon with which to fight them.

Tun New York Bulletin notes that our ex- 
ports to Germany have amounted to a good 
round total for sev. ral years past, but that 

the character of the business has recently 
exhibited a radical change. From 1878 to 1878 
inclusive our exports of manufactures to that 
country were on @ large scale, and it seemed 


chicery, tools, and agricultural impiements. 
But it now appears that Germany was simpiy 
taking these things from us while engaged in 
developing its own manufacturing powers 
and resources, and that she is now not only 
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Germany. Now these have nearly all disap- 
peared, and our exports of agricultural im- 
plements and machinery to that country in 


1889 were only about half those of eleven 


years earlier. But this falling off is compen- 
sated in the totals by a big increase in the 


‘exports of raw produce, notably cotton and 


mineral oils. Grain and hog product are 
kept down to the minimum of movement by 
discriminative import dues, that on rye be- 
ing equal to a trifle over 30 cents per bushel. 


WHY “THE TRILUNE” COULD NOT DO IT. 

“The Galveston News and other papers like 
it printed at the South, and some at the 
North, but equally short on brains and long 
on ears, seem to assume that all there 1s of 
Republicanism is the McKinley plank, and 
ask from time to time why this paper did not 
bolt the Republican party in 1888, and sup- 
port Cleveland and the Mills bill against 
Harrison and the Senate bill. 

Let it be said once for all, that free trade 
is not the sum of Democracy. Were it, the

It would have given that advice to the 
twenty-five or thirty Democratic protection 
Congressmen and their eminent leader whose 
death afew weeks ago was so sincerely 
mourned by the News and all Democratic 
papers. Nor is the McKinley plank the es- 
sence of pure Republicanism. Drafted by 
short-sighted politicians, it was adopted be- 
fore it was seen in print by a convention 
whose members could not know what it 
really meanton the tariffin the noise and 
confusion that prevailed. TAE TRIBUNE crit- 
wcised it because it considered it bad poli- 
ticstand bad economy. it feared it might 
defeat the candidate for President, and it 
would have done so had it not been allowed 
to drop into the background. Even McKinley 
has disowned it in his bill, and instead of re- 
pealing the whisky tax, as it promised, he 
has not taken a cent off spirits. 

The McKinley plank was not the real issue 
in 1888. The fight was between the Mills 
and the Senate bills. Does any one seriously 
believe Tux TRIBUNE should have bolted the 
Republicans and joined the Democrats on 
that question? A sincere revenue reformer, 
who thought the tariff the only issue in- 
volved, never could have swallowed the 
Mills monstrosity bill. It bored the Interual 
Revenue law so full of holes that nearly all 
the whisky duties would have run out and 
the 50 millions of receipts of the Government 
would have found their way into the pockets 
of moonshiners and fraudulent distallers. 
Had all the other provisions of the bill been 
good that one vile blot should have damned 
it. 

But while the tariff is an important eco- 
nomic question, and there is a divergence of 
opinion between average Democrats and Re- 
publicans regarding it, it is not the vital 
question which divides the two great parties. 
Were the tariff dropped from thought the 
two organizations would be separated by the 
gulf which has parted them and their prede- 
cessors for the last hundred years. Repub- 
licanism means National supremacy; Democ- 
racy, State sovereignty. The one means the 
doctrines of Washington, Webster, and Lin- 
coln, and the constitutional interpretation of 
Marshall. The other the doctrines of Cal- 
houn and Davis and the interpretation of 
Taney. In spite of the wretched thirteen 
between the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the adoption of the Consti- 
tutuon, and in spite of the fourdreadful years 
of civil war and attempted secession of fif- 
teen States, the Democratic creed is and 
probably always will be State sovereignty. 
He who believes in that, though a protection- 
ist or in favor of internal improvements, is a 
Democrat. He who is for National suprem- 


| acy, even if he wants to abolish all custom- 


houses, is a Republican. That is the basic 
question underlying the two great parties 
and always has been. 

During the 43 years’ life of this paper it 
has been. a steadfast supporter of the Nation 
and Union idea and will continue to be 80, at 
least as long as its old editors are above 
ground. Who then but an idiot would ex- 
pect it to bolt the Republican party on a dis- 
pute regarding an economic question and 
support the candidates of a State supremacy 
organization? Who but a fool would think 
the duty on pig-iron, or tin, or crockery of 
more importance than the question as to 
which of two vital schools of thought shall 
rule the destinies of the American Republic? 

If the Democracy will give up its pestilent 
error of State sovereignty and plant itself 
on the rock of National supremacy then 
questions which are now cf secondary may 
become of primary importance, and the 
tariff will be more of an issue than it now is 
or is hkely to be. There may be some sense 
then in talking of a paper changing its ticket 
because of a difference on economic ques- 
tions. But that day has not come and will 
not for a long time. Until it does it is 
asininity to talk of Tus TRIBUNE or any 
other sound Republican supporting a State 
supremacy ticket because a bad plank was 
smuggled into one of those collections of 
“glittering generalities’ called a National 
platform. 


THREATENING A SOCIAL BOYCOTT. 

The London Speaker, commenting upon the 
defeat of the international copyright in- 
iquity, proposes a novel sort of retaliation in 
revenge for the refusal of Congress to allow 
English bookmakers and authors the monop- 
oly of the American market. It affects to 
believe that all Americans who visit Europe 
are yearning to get into English society, and 
that the foreign tour isa failure unless the 
tourists have been invited to swell receptions 
and dinners, hobnobbed with aristocrats, se- 
cured introductions to a Duke or an Earl, or 
been presented at court and allowed to shake 
hands with the stout old lady who rules Eu- 


shaking, as the stout old lady may select 
the precious permission being always de- 
pendent either upon her Majesty's moods or 
the extent of the procession which the Lora 
Chamberlain has mustered. 

As life is regarded as a failure to American 
tourists if they fail to be recognized by Eu- 
gliish “sassiety,” the Speaker proposes to 
make a black-list of the 126 who voted 
against the bill and keep it hanging in ter- 
rorem against them, and also to boycott all 
others who can be found opposed to six dol- 
lar books that are only worth a dollar. It 
says:

If any 
such speech was made it was the cheap sar- 
casm of a Democrat. The Hawkeye knows 
its own files best, but Taz Trrsunz ventures 
to say that it did not during 1888 plead to the 
farmers to vote for Harrison because his 
election would increase the cost of their 
store goods. 

On the contrary, it was promised that liv- 
ing would be easier for the farmer if Harri- 
son were chosen. It was promised that the 
tariff should be judiciously revised — not after 
the cut-throat fasnion of Democratic free- 
traders, but so as to give no more protection 
to the manufacturer than was really needed 
by him, and at the same time to cheapen 
goods to the consumer. It was on this plat- 
form that the battle was won. But here 
comes the McKinley bill, which is not a judi- 
cious revision, but which increases prices of 
the necessaries of life instead of lowering 
them. It is a bill which agrees neither with 
the Republican promises of 1888 nor with 
the McKinley plank, which declared for ef- 
fecting any needed reduction of the revenue 
by repealing the taxes on tobacco, which the 

McKinley bill does in part, and on spirits, 
which it does not touch at all. The bill there- 
fore repudiates the plank, and McKinley 
turns his back on himself, 

It passes the comprehension of Tue Tarn 
UNE how the Hawkeye, whichin 1888 worked 
for Republican victory because it would be 
a good thing for Iowa farmers, now cham- 
pions the McKinley bill, which is such a bad 
thing for the Iowa farmers. Such an edito- 
rial policy is as crooked as a Virginia rail 
fence, as hard to follow as the way of a ship 
in the sea or a serpent on the rock. For, in 
spite of all its pretenses, the McKinley bill 
will, if it becomes a law, make life harder 
for every Iowa farmer. Nearly everything 
which he or his wife or his chiid buys in 
town, except sugar, willcost much more than 
it did. What Republican in 1888 told him that 
this was to be his reward if he voted for Har- 
rison! Blaine delivered scores of speeches 
in 1888 and never once indorsed the McKin- 
ley plank on the tariff. 

The Hawkeye has had one experience with 
prohibition. Under its influence it has seen 
the Republican County of Des Moines made 
reliabiy Democratic. Is it curious to see 
what effect a prohibitory tariff will have in 
changing farming counties from Republican 
strongholds into Democratic ones? If tne 
McKinley bill passes, with its costlier neces- 
saries of life for the Iowa farmer, its curi- 
osity may be unpleasantly gratified. 


THE BEHRING SEA BUSINESS. 

It is now in order for the Canadians to rise 
up and howl at our Government for its timely 
preparations to enforce the President’s proc- 
lamation and prevent the seal pirates from 
exterminating seals in the breeding sea- 
son. Exactly what condition the pending 
negotiations with Great Britain are in is not 
known outside of the State Department, nor 
is it necessary they should be known. The 
American people are only concerned with 
the protection of the seals and the Knglish no 
less so. since on that protection hangs the ex- 
istence of a profitable English industry, 

The Secretary of the Treasury has signed 
orders for the revenue cutter Bear, directing 
her to sail immediately to Ounalaska and 
there cruise in Behring Sea to prevent seal 
pirating, and, that the farce of last season’s 
work may not be repeated, the Rush and the 
Corwin have been assigned to help the Bear 
in this necessary police work. With the in- 
creased number of vessels and crews there 
need be no more one-man prize-crew busi- 
bess. The instructions themselves settle 
this matter, as it 1s understood they provide 
not only for me se. gure of all skins and fish- 
ing appliances found on the pirates, but for 
their complete dismantling, which will end

There cannot be any doubt that Great Brit- 
ain will eventually indorse the position taken 
by this country for the protectzon of the seais 
from extermination, without any regard to 
the jurisdiction of Behring Sea or the mare 
clausum theory, since that country has an 
immense capital invested in the business of 
dressing sealskins and preparing them for 
the market. Where English gold is there 
Will its heart be also. Until, therefore, an 
agreement is reached all that this Govern- 
ment can do is to continue in the work it bas 
laid out and send a force sufficient to do it 
promptly and effectively, however loudly 
Canadians may howl. Meanwhile every con- 
siaeration, commercial as well as humane, 
indicates that Engiish policy will eventually 
be on the same line as our own. 


STATE INSPECTION LAWS SUSTAINED. 

Many people besides the Prohibitionists 
seem to be in accord with Senator Edmunds, 
who declares that the Supreme Court is 
going pretty fast just now,“ and hence it is 
particularly important that exaggerations of 
the dressed beef and “original package 
decisions should be corrected. The claim 
that these rulings expose the States to im- 
ports of diseased food, infected rags, or other 
dangerous articies is without the slightest 
warrant. A section of tne Constitution not 
often cited or alluded to provides as follows: 


No State shall, without the consent of Con- 

gress, lay any imposts or duties on imports or ex- 

rts, except what may be absolutely necessary 
or executing its inspection laws. 


Thus while the Constitution established the 
principle of free trade between the States of 
the Union it permitted an exception so far as 
inspection laws were concerned, and even 
allows State tariffs to be maintained where 
necessary for executing such enactments, 
Hence the Supreme Court has held that the 
provision regarding freedom of trade be- 
tween the States was not intended to impair 
the right of any State to inspect imports and 
bar out any not of a merchantable character. 
The court has said: 


Articles in such a condition as tend to spread 
disease are not legitimate subjects of trade and 
commerce, and tne self-protecting power of each 
State may therefore be rightfully exerted against 
their introduction, and such exercise of power 
cannot be considered a reguiation of commerce 
prohibited by the Constitution. 


Nevertheless the Federal courts watch 
closely to see that, under guise of protect- 
ing the public health,“ States are not trying 
to interfere with treedom of inter-State com- 
merce. The Anti-Dressed Beef law of Min- 
nesota was set aside not because the author- 
ity of that State to exclude diseased meat 
Was questioned, but because it barred out the 
sound and wholesome product of other States 
and was manifestly intended not to guard the 
public health, but to cripple industries in 
other States and thereby secure State pro- 
tected monopolies for its own citizens. The 
Federal courts will approve any hones. State 
inspectuon law framed to protect the public 
health and not for the real purpose of break- 
ing down freedom of commerce between tne 
States. 

The Supreme Court could not admit the 
claim that all intoxicating drinks might be 
excluded as as ewe and destructive to 
health and morats, for the reason that such 
liquors have legitimate uses, and harm re- 
sults not from the article itself but from the 
misuse or abuse made of it. Alcohol may be 
imported into a prohibition State for use in 
the arts or may be needed in any one ot its 
forms for medicinal purposes. Nearly all 
prohibitory laws recognize and provide for 
the mechanical, medicinal, and sacramental 
uses Of alcohol, Because intoxicating liquors 
have such uses they cannot be classed with 
infected rags, diseased food products, or 
other dangerous articles which the States 
have the unquestioned right to exclude.

They have been forced to admit that 
the selection, withoutits costing them a cent, 
of Chicago as the site has given them mill- 
ious. Yet they will give nothing. Such con- 
duct as that is hoggish and unbusiness-like, 
It is legal, but it is mot equitable. That there 
are such men in this community need excite 


ho special surprise, for they are to be found 


everywhere from New York down to the 
smallest of country villages. It is a little as- 
tonishing, however, to see a Chicago news- 
paper taking up the cudgels for these skin- 
flints. It declares that it is the business of 
the public-spiritead to give—it is their duty— 
and the pmvilege of the miserly to lean back, 
profit immensely by the donations of others, 
and subscribe nota cent. Thisisa pleasing 
doctrine for those who do not believe in good 
works, but if it meets with general assent it 
will put an end to subscriptions. Noone is 
going to take World’s Fair stock when his 
neighbor, who ‘will be more of a beneficiary 
than he is, is to be reckoned an equaily patri- 
otic and deserving citizén.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


The Apollo Ciub, unde r the direction of 
Mr. William L. Tomlids, gave the fourth sub- 


scription concert of its eighteenth season last 
evening at the Auditorium to a crowded house. 


The program opened with 


and the music composed by Dr. A. C. Macken- 
zie, which was produced upon 
occasion for the first time in Amer- 
ica. The work represents Jubal as wander- 
ing forth in early springtime. taking with 


him his shell and idly touching the strings—an 


allusion to the legend of Hermes Trismegistus, 


who when walking upon the banks of the Nile 


struck his foot against a tortoise shell within 


which there was nothing left of the former in- 


habitant but sinews and cartilages, which being 
dried vibrated with the concussion, and gave 
forth a musical sound, and is said to have origin- 
ated the idea of the lyre, which he made in the 
form of a tortoise, Poetic license sometimes 
places this primitive form of instrument in the 
hands of Jubal. Nature hushes it- 
self to listen and then raises its 
voices in rivalry. Jubal deplores the 
comparative weakness of his own song, and, a 
deep sleep falling upon him, he dreams that an 
angel comes to him and reveals the future of the 
musical art. Much of the work is declaimed to 
musical accompaniment, interspersed with 3 
chorus of praise in divine worship; a song of 
comfortin bereavement; a putriotie march and 


chorus of victory; the song of the iaborer in the. 


harvest field; a funeral march and chorus in 
honor of a hero, and a duet of lovers. Jubal is so 
impressed with the dream that upon awaking he 
adorns his shell with flowers, and rever- 
ently bearing it to the altar dedicates to 
God “a wondrous gift” calling upon his chil- 
dren through all time “to invoke, with sounding 
praise, this holy art,“ and the work closes with a 
chorus of invocation. 

The work as a whole is somewhat monotonous; 
though the writing is scholarly. the ideas are not 
always interesting. The orchestration is skill- 
ful, though something more of contrast in volume 
and brilliancy at intervals would go far towards 
relieving the composition of the monotony re- 
ferred to. Contrastis by no means wholly lack- 
ing, but more would be desirable. The chorus 
has but little work calculated to show it at its 
best, the most important and effective numbers 
being the “Gloria in Exceisis Deo, in which it 
first makes its appearance, and the final chorus, 
“O, Music, Voice Inspired of All Our Joy)’ which 
latter leads up to an effective climax at the close. 
A fragment of the Hallelujah chorus from the 
Messiah is employed in the orchestra before 
the chorus enters with he Gloria,” and at the 
last lune of the choral number which closes the 
work. The soprano solo, “The Lord Is Good,” 
is not particularly attractive, and Miss Genevra 
E. Johnston certainly did not make it impressive 
or effective. Mr. Edward Lloyd, the celebrated 
English tenor wus heard in the tenor solo with 


chorus, the Song of tne Sickle,” which certain- 


ly did not show him at his best—in fact, did not 
give an adequate idea of his powers, It was not 
until his recitation and aria, Lend Me Your 
Ala,“ that the real beauty and splendor of his 
voice were manifest, though in all his work the 
musiciansbip and style of the great artist were 
evident. After this number he was twice re- 
called and finally responded with Come Into 
the Garden, Maud.“ His reception was most en- 
thusiastic. Mr. George Riddle declaimed the 
poem of Jubal's Dream superbly, easily bear- 
ing off the honors in that work. The second part 
of the program also included selections from the 
„Stabat Mater,“ with Miss Johnston, Mr. Lloyd, 
and Mr. Preisch as soloists, Mr. Tomlins se- 
cured unusually good work from the orchestra; 
and Mesars. Eddy and Seeboeck aided greatly 
by means of skillful work at the organ and 
piano. g :

1,500 cigarmakers are today on strike in this 
city for higher wages, and by tomorrow the 
number of strikers will be increased to 2,000. 
While the strike is not as yet general, it may 
become so unless the demand of the strkers 
is acceded to by all the manufacturers.

AN ANGRY PROTEST FORWARDED TO 
THE QUEEN, 


The Members of the Newfoundland Legis- 
lature Declare That the People of That 
Island Cannot Consent to Be Despoiied 
by the French Fishermen, and Warn 
the Queen That Trouble Will Come Un- 
leas the Government Listens to Their 
Com plainta—General Foreign News.

Lonpon, May 26.—Tne Colonial Secretary 
has received a note of address to the Queen, 
voted by the Newfoundland Legislative Coun- 
ciland House of Assembly. This document 
has probably no parallel in the history of 
our colonial empire for the angry apd 
threatening tone which it assumes towards 
the home Government except, perhaps, the 
dispatch in which the North American col- 
Onists in pre-revolutionary days announced 
that they would not longer pay taxes to Great 
Britain, and so prepared the way for the Wan 
of Independence. The address says: 

We have learned with the greatest surprise 
and alarm that the modus vivenda has been en- 
tered into between your Majesty and the French 
Government not only toleräting for this season 
the lobster factories operated by the French 
during the last year, against which we humbly 
petitioned your Majesty, but also giving the sanc- 
tion of your eg to the erecwuon of an 
indefinite number of other factories by the 
French during the present season. We beg to 
submit to the consideration of your Majesty that 
there is no warrant of law, either imperial or 
colonial, by which the erection of lobster fac- 
tories by the French on any part ot the coast 
of this island is recognized nor is there 
any statute by which British subjects can be 
prevented from exercising all the rights of fish- 
ing on the whole coast of this island, as well as 
the catching of lobsters and erection of buildings 
for preserving the same in cans. 

Could it be wondered at if the naval and 
military authorities of either country act witbout 
any sanction of law in dealing with this question, 
if this island or certain of its mhabitants who 
are impoverished and brought to the verge of 
starvation by the action ot the French Govern- 
ment—British subjects who see their fisheries 
confiscated to foreigners, their mines, minerals. 
and timber lands locked up from their 
use and their sons and daughters driven from 
their homes and native land—were to be driven 
by their feelings of despair to acts of retaliation? 
The suffering and poverty caused by the action 
of the French to 200,000 inhabitants of this 
colony can scarcely be realized by any one 
outside of its borders, and probabiy exceeds that 
endured by all the other white subjects of your 
Majesty in all your colonies combined; and rep- 
resenting as we do these 200,000 people we can- 
not refrain from expressing our indignation at 
soveral attempts made by your Majesty's Min- 
isters during the present year to bring about this 
modus vivendi, and their action with regard to 
our proposed legislation, as more fully set forth 
hereinafter. 

After setting forth that several local acts 
as to the fisheries have been passed by the 
home Government the address proceeds: ' 

The disposition shown by the foregoing state- 
ment of plain facts to stili further sacrifice the 
interests of your Majesty's subjects in 
this colony by your Majesty's imperial 
advisers to the claims of foreign Nations 
calis for the use of every means in our 
power to protect oursdlves and our country from 
the destruction which the French, ably aided 
and abetted by your Majesty's minister, we hope 
and believe unintentionaliy, are endeavoring to 
bring upon us. This colony will be satisfied with 
aothing short of the final removal of every 
French lobster factory from the shores of New- 
foundiand and all the means in our power will 
be used to that end, 

In our opinion the time has arrived when sub- 
mission to such giaring injustice is no longer 
possible, and the colony must take all and any 
means in its power to frustrate the designs 
of ite despoilers; and by this appeal to 
your most gracious Majesty and to the 
people of Great Britain we desire to 
show that we have right and justice on 
our side, and that such stens as as we may have 
to take will have been forced on us by foreign 
aggression and by the supine acquiescence 
therein of your Majesty's Imperial Ministers. 
We therefore humbly pray that your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to cause me removal 
of all French lobster factories from the shores of 
this colony, and further will withhold all fishing 

riviieges on the coast of Newfoundiand, St. 

lerre, and Miquelon granted to tue French 
until, by tne abolition of bounties on the product 
of tne fisheries prosecuted from these isiands, 
the condition of mattefs shall be such as was 
contempiated at the time ot concluding the treat- 
ies by which these privileges are granted,

IT WAS ALMUST A WRECK. 


Miraculous Escape of the Steamer La Gas- 
cogne, from New York to Havre.

Paris, May 26.—At 11 0’clock this morning 
the steamer La Gascogne landed her passen- 
gers at Havre. Tne trip from New York 
had been a slow one, but there were serious 
reasons for the delay—in fact, it is almost a 
miracle that the steamer ever reached Havre 
at all. Sunday morning the Gascogne was 
steaming ahead at half-speed enveloped in a 
dense fog. The Captain knew what the 
steamer must pass close to the Scilly Isl- 
ands. Asan extra caution he had headed 
the vessel two points more away from possi- 
bie danger. Such was the situation when 
eight beils sounded. A bank of dense fog 
suddenly lifted as a curtain rises from 
the stage and revealed, dead ahead, so close 
that one could have tossed a biscuit on it, a 
black, ugly rock rising a few feet above 
water and showing a surface as large, per- 
haps, as a billiard table. The men at the 
bow saw the danger first and waved ne ir 
arms frantically with a backward motion. 
Capt. Sapteilie saw the signal, and under- 
stood like a flash. The engineer was quickly 
ordered to reverse tbe engine. Then 
the Captain sprang to the wheel and 
with all his might threw the helm hard 
aport. The great ship trembled from end to 
end as the engines were reversed. Aimost 
at the same moment a slight shock was felt 
on the port side just about the line of tne 
bridge. Then the retrograde movement be- 
gan, and the Gascogne slid gently off tue 
rock and backed away in safety. hen tne 
same impenetrable fog settied down again 
and the rocks vanished. 

Had the fog lifted a few minutes later or 
had it not lifted at all nothing couid have 
saved the ship from destruction. As it Was 
she was badly damaged. 

The rock struck, whichis known as Bish- 
op’s Island, lies at the opposite side of the 
group to that on which the Gascogne should 
have passed. On the self-same rock the 
Schiller sank some years ago, when hundreds 
of hves were lost.

PORTION OF CAMBRIDGE, WI8., WIPED OUT 


Suspicions That the Fire Was of In- 
cendiary Origin. 

Maprisox, Wis., May 26.—[Special.|—The 
principal business portion of Cambridge, a 
town of 600 inhabitants twenty-five miles 
east of here, was totally destroyed by fire 
last night. The fire originated in a barn, 
from which it was communicated to the gen- 
eral store of Chris Olson.

The Thingva'la’s Enceanter with an Ice- 
berg in Midocean. 

New York, May 26.—[Special.]—The Thing- 
valla line steamer Thingvalla, from Stettin 
and Christensand, arrived here this morning 
in a badly battered condition after an -en- 
counter with an iceberg in midocean. The 
Thing valla left Christensand the 9h inst. 
with 480 passengers. The vessel was under 
command of Capt. Laub. Early the morn- 
ing of the 19th, in latitude 47° 10’, longitude 
42° 30’, the vessel crashed into a huge ice- 
berg. Her passengers were all abed at the 
time, but hurried on deck, panic-stricken. 
The ship was going along at full speed. 
There was no intimation of the proximity of 
ice until the ship was within a few feet of 
the berg. Ice fellon her forward deck and 
added to the general din. The ship’s bows 
were torn away for about three feet below 
the top and ‘the rest badly crushed. The 
berg slanted inward, and this fortunate 
peculiarity saved the ship from total dest-uc- 
won. The work of repair will be immediate- 
ly begun. The iceberg was over 1,000 feet 
long and twenty-five feet high.

THE NEW TERRITORY OF OKLAHOMA. 


Negotiating with Various Indian Tribes for 
the Purchase of Their Surpias Lands. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 22.—Oxiahoma 

Territory is entirely surrounded by indian 

lands. On its eastern border are the small 

reservations of the lowas, the Kickapoos, 
and tne Pottawatomies, and east of the two 
former is the reservation of the Sacs and 

Foxes. South of Oklahoma, on the right 

bank of the Canadian River, are the Chicka- 

saws, and west of them the Kiowas and Co- 
manches. On the western boundary of Okla- 
homa are found the Arapahoes and W ichitas. 

On tne northwest, but separated from it by 


the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation, is 


No Man’s Lana. Finally, on the north and 
northeast is tne Cherokee outlet. 

The commission appointed last year, con- 
sisting of the late Gov. Hartranft, Gen. Lu- 
cius Fairchild of Wisconsin, and Judge Al- 
tred Wilson of Arkansas, to negotiate for the 
purchase of the Cherokee outiet, was also 
empowered to visit the other tribes border- 
ing upon Oklahoma with a view to opening 
negotiations also for their surplus lands. 
Last October, accordingly, these Commis- 
sioners Visited these various tribes, but were 
unable to reach any satisfactoryresult. Dur- 
ing the last week the negotiawons have been 
renewed by a commission of which Mr. Je- 
rome is Chairman. 

the lowas were the first tribe visited. 
They are a very smali band of between eighty 
and ninety people, all told, occupying 228,418 
acres of land south of the Cimarron Kiver, 
crossed by the Atlantic and Pacific railroad, 
which also traverses the center of Okla- 


homa. The conference began last Saturday 


at lowa Village, ali the leading men of wie 
tribe being present. That the lowas have 
more land than they need is shown not only 
by their numbers but by the fact that 


they are now Pigg * a large part of it 


to acattle company. his fact was made 
the basis of negotiations by the Commission- 
ers, who told the Indians that when in the 
autumn the cattlemen were removed .from 
the ‘Cherokee outiet, in accordance with tne 
President's notice, they weuld, of course, 
have to go from the Iowa lands also. Indeed, 
these latter are now leased without the con- 
sent of the Government. It was next ex- 
plained to them that the Government pro- 

to give them all the lands they could 
cultivate, which would be done by putting 
them on severalty allotments and then pur- 
chasing; the whole of the remainder upon 
very liberal terms. 

The Commissioners consented that these 

allotments should be selected as the Iewas 
might choose or agree upon among them- 
selves. For the remainder of tue land ine 
Government agreed to pay a sum of $24,000 
down, to be divided among the tribe at once, 
and then, during the next twenty-five years, 
to make to the Indians specified payments, 
of which the last and minimum installments 
would be three times as great. The liberality 
of this offer is at once apparent, especially 
considering that the grazing leases are un- 
lawful. Yet, with the curious suspicion ano 
caution, often misinterpreted as perversity, 
that so often marks the dealings of the In- 
dians with the Government, the lowas, after 
continuing the negotiations Monday and 
Tuesday of the present week, at length de- 
clined the Government’s proposition, as they 
had declined the offer of last October. 
This temporary rebuff need not be discour- 
aging. Precisely the same experience ac- 
companied the recent negotiations tor the 
purchase of the Sioux lands, which came out 
all right in the end. The effort to obtain 
the consent of the Creeks and Seminoles to 
sell the Oklahoma tract was also protracted 
through years, although the Govern- 
ment had every advantage on its 
side, including rights already purchased for 
settling friendly Indians on these lands, 
which would have deprived the Creeks and 
Seminoles of their use without additonal 
compensation. The Oklahoma tract was 
also overrun from time to time by intruders 
from Kansas, so rendering it less valuable 
for lease for grazing purposes. Neverthe- 
less, it was a long time before the Creeks 
and Seminoles would accept the Govern- 
ment’s liberai terms for these lands, which 
they did not themselves occupy. 

In the case of the lowas time will also 
bring about a favorable result. As there 
are hardly more than a score of male adults 
in the whole ‘band, they would re- 
ceive over $1,000 each in cash to 
begin with, should the immediate pay- 
ment practically go to them. Or, on a differ- 
ent computation, as there are only about 
eighty-four souls in the community, the im- 
mediate payment would amount to for 
each man, woman, and child. Then they 
would also begin to drawasaband a much 
larger income for their surplus land tnan 
they receive now. When they reflect that 
within five months their lessees will be re- 
moved, they will not be likely to persist long 
in hoiding out for a larger price. Indeed, 
their recent refusal of the Government’s 
offer was rather a postponement, since they 
declined to do anything till the neighboring 
tribes had acted. 

To these neighboring tribes accordingly 
the Commissioners have now turned their 
steps, beginning with the Sacs and Foxes, 
whose reservation is about twice as large as 
that of the lowas. Next they will visit the 
Pottawatomies, who have about half a mill- 
ion acres, and are said to be disposed to sell 
a part of it. The Kickapdos have nearly as 
large a reservation as the lowas and only 240 
people on it. But they are rather opposed to 
hoiding lands in. severaity, although they 
might consent to remove to the Cherokee 
outlet for equivalent lands, to be held in 
The Chickasaw Legislature at 
Tishamingo has actually proposed negotia- 
uons for tne sale of their lands, but this 
tribe is engaged in a faction fight over prop- 
erty rights which might complicate the sub- 
ject. The upsnot of the whole affair will 
probably be that before long the bounds of 
Oklahoma will be extended on the east, if not 
also on the south and the north. 


SEVENTY-SEVEN CHINAMEN DROWNED. 


Heavy Loss of Life by a Wreck in Behring 
Sea. 

San Franorsco, Cal., May 26.—The Oneida, 
with 110 Chinese and forty-five white men on 
board, nearly all of whom were on their way 
to Salmon Cannery, is a wreck on Janeck 
Island, in Behring Sea. The afternoon of 
April 26 the Oneida bad nearly reached her 
destination. Capt. Anderson stated that he 
made a run of thirty miles to clear the south- 
west point of the island. He could not see on 
account of a heavy fog. He put K about 
three miles ex to on the opposite 
side of the point, but instead the vessel 
struck on Hennines Rock on the southwest 
end of the island, a heavy sea was on, and in 
a short time the Oneida was a total wreck. 
The white men and thirty-three Chinese es-

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EASTERN ROADS EXCITED. 


ANEW DEAL BETWEEN THE CANADIAN 
PACIFIC AND DEESSED- BEEF MEN. 


They Make a Contract Whereby the Bulk 
of Dressed Beef Is to Be Shipped Over 
the New Canadian Pacific Route—The 
Latter Will Do the Icing Free, Which 
Reduces the Rate Materially—The Chi- 
yeago and Grand Trunk and Lane Shore 
‘Roads Will Be the Heaviest Sufferers. 
Considerable excitement was caused yes- 
terday among the managers of the roads 
ruoning east from this city by a report that 
the dressed-beef shippers of this city had 
entered into a contract with the new Cana- 
dian Pacific-Wabash line, which is now 
ready to commence bus.ness, whereby the 
latter is to get all tne dressed-beef business 
from this city destined for seaboard and 
other Eastern points that can be reached by 
the new route. The new line it is under- 
stood will charge the regular rates, but 
is to do the icing free, which virtually cuts 
the rate materially. The object of the 


dressed-beef shippers is to punish tne old | : 


lines, and especially the Grand Trunk, for 
breaking a contract they had with the lat- 
ter about two years ago. Mr. Swift, one of 
the heaviest dressed-beef shippers, usea to 
ship almost exclusively by the Grand Trunk, 
but when the latter broke the contract it had 
with that firm he transferred his business to 
other roads. He lately brought suit for 
heavy damages against the Grand 
Trunk for breach of contract. The rea- 
son that the road broke its contract 
was that the other roads had forced the rates 
down to merely nominal figures and tne 
company was losing money heavily on the 
business. Its competitors refused to advance 
the rates unless the Grand Trunk agreed to 
charge the same rates they did, and the lat- 
ter was finaily compelled to make the conces- 
sion and break the contract with Swift, 
which granted a lower rate than was charged 
by the other roads. Next to the Grand Trunk 
the Lake Shore will be the heaviest sufferer 
on account of the deal between the dressed- 
beef men ana the Canadian Facile. The 
opinion prevails that it will result in another 
serious War on dressed-beef rates and that it 
will lead to other complications, 


EAST-BOUND SHLPMENTS, 


Business by Rall Lines Is 
creasing. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chicago 
by the all-rail reutes are growing less from 
week to week. Shouid the meeting of the 
joint committee in New York today succeed

Kansas Rates to Be Reduced. 

An important meeting of the Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the roads east 
and west of the Missouri River will be held 
in the rooms of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation today. The object is to consider a 
proposition to reduce the rates locally west 
of the Missouri River and rearrange the 
divisions between the roads east and west of 
the river so as to bring the combined locals 
more into conformity with the present 
through rates. The through rates are 80 
much lower proportionaliy than the com- 
bined locais as to seriously effect the busi- 
ness at Missouri River points. The inequal- 
ity of the rates has stirred up much bad 
blood at Western business centers, especially 
in Kansas, anc the Kansas Railroad Com- 
missioners have been appealed to by the 
shippers to reduce the rates locaily in that 
State. The railroads think that by making 
a judicious change in tne local rates they 
will prevent unfavorable action on the part 
of the Kansas Commissioners and stop the 
complaints of shippers in that State. 


Iowa Railroads Reclassified. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 26.— Special.] — The 
Executive Council of lowa today reclassified 
the railroads of the State as to the maximum 
charges to be allowed for the transportation 
of passengers and freight. The Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and Council Bluffs; formerly a 
Class A road, is placed in Class B. 
The Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Nortu- 
ern, the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City, 
and the Omaha and St. Louis are raised 
from Class C to Class B,“ and the Ta- 
bor and Northern and Center wille. Monrovia 
and Albia, new independent lines, are placed 
in Class C.“

WILL WORK THE FEATHER RIVER MINES. 


The Water to Be Used for. Irrigating the 
Orange Groves. 

San Francrsco, Cal., May 26.—[Special. ]— 

The English syndicate which has bought the 

Cape and Greek claims on the Feather River, 


in Butte County, proposes to utilize a large 
amount of the water of the river for irriga- 
tion. The syndieate paid $350,000 for the 
property, including several miles of mining 
ditches. The new company will erect a large 
storage dam, and thereby secure enough 
water to furnish irrigation for the thousands 
of acresin the Palermo colony at Oroville. 
Senator Hearst has 1,000 acresin oran at 
Palermo, and other rich men have ted 
largély, and will use tne water furnished by 
the syndicate. Oroville is on a line with 
Cairo, III.; no hard frost is ever known, and 
oranges grow as well there as in Los Angeles. 
The water will be taken 3 from 
Feather River. Maj. 3 an old 
miner, who negotiated the e to the syn- 
dicate, says that Englishmen have great 
faith in river-mining, mauy fortunes having 
been made by them in New Zealand, Siam, 
and Honduras by tnis method, diverting the 
water of rivers and gathering goiden sands 
from their beds. These mines were worked 
early in the 30s by the late Vice-President 
Hendricks and John C. New of Indianapolis. 
In forty-two days’ run the ciean-up was 8080, 
000, but litigation was begun, and the mines 
were tied up for years by injunctions.
